not boen stamped out entirely in 
the Colony and the Society has 
still to overcome obstacles before 
ite final goal is reached. 
Reviewing the work of the So- 
clety during the past year und 
outlining the programme for the 
futuro, the Chairman, Rev. Li Kau- 
yan sald: “On the occasion of 
the tenth annual meeting of our 
Society, | wish to convey my most 
sincere gratitude for the untiring 
support of the Hon. English and 
Chinese Secretaries, members of 
the ‘General Committee, and all our 
fellow members for their constant 
advice and needy assistance in the 
year undor review. Without this 
help the Soclety could not have 
achloved such gratifying results. 
“Since the formation of thia So- 
clety in 1922, we have worked with 
only one object in view, namely 
that of securing freedom for the 
thousands of muftaada, and it was 
not until numerous obstacles ‘ad 
been overcome that Jn 1929 our 
Inbaur ‘received full recognition 
from the British Government who 
enforced a decree atrictly prohibi- 
ting the muitsai system. The ath- 
clal decision, tndoubtedly, brought 
great encouragement te our fellow 
workers, in this Society 
lovers of humanity, 
Government's Sympathy. 
After referring to the Govern- 
ment decree regarding  registra- 
thia co- 
operation from the Government 
showed that the quthoritics were 
equally determined to ave that the 
antiquated muitant institution 
whould be done away with for 
good and all. : : 
Continuing, the Chairman said: 
The Government has, made ‘the 
posseasion of muitsal unlawful, 
but-our work is by no meank ac- 
complished, although it has boon 
considerably facilitated by the offi- 
cial co-operation.

With such a large amount of 
money in the hands of the ultimate 
consumer, it takes only a - small 
increase in the speed. of circula- 
tion to mnke n significant turn for 
the better. Whether past history 
is soon likely to repeat itself, re- 
maina to be scen. : 

Meanwhile, the people of 
America are living in a time of 
extraordinary confusion and strain, 
Indeed, there are moments when 
it aeema as if thia confusion were 
the heaviest of all the loads this 
post-war generation must carry. 


Tho war did u great many highly | 


damaging things to the world, but 
nothing was ultimately more dig- 
maying than the way it knocked 
the old certainties on the head. 
In the ald days, a8 at present, de- 
pression and hunger and unrest 
visited America ‘every so often;
